

RESPECT OUR PARKS 


P EOPLE are being urged 
m respect Hackney’s 
parks after they were left 
covered in rubbish earlier 
this month, or they won’t be 
welcome to enjoy the borough’s 
beautiful green spaces. 

Over the weekend of 7 and 
8 May, thousands of people 
descended on the borough, as 
visitors and residents alike enjoyed 
the first hot weather of the year. 
Unfortunately, in London Fields 
in particular, people left a huge 
amount of litter, burnt the grass 
with barbecues and treated the 
park like a festival site. 

Pictures of the aftermath posted 
on Council social media accounts 


were shared thousands of times, 
and received widespread media 
coverage, provoking outrage 
from residents. Despite the fact 
the Council has built more toilets 
and urinals, put out extra bins, 
deployed more staff and cornered 
off a dedicated barbecue area in 
London Fields, the park was still 
left trashed. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, Cabinet 
Member for Health, Social Care 
and Culture, said: “London Fields 
was exceptionally busy as it was 
the first hot weekend of the year, 
so the bins did fill up. However, 
the photos show that lots of people 
didn’t even bother to put their 
rubbish near the bins, which made 


the clean up job even harder. 

“We put out plenty of large bins 
and significant numbers of extra 
staff during the summer, but will 
always struggle when thoughtless 
brats make no effort to clear up 
after themselves. The people who 
made this mess need to understand 
they’re not welcome in Hackney if 
they won’t respect our parks, staff 
and residents.” 

The Council is urging people 
to use litter bins - including for 
cigarette butts and bottle tops - or 
take rubbish home with them. 

Many parks also have recycling 
bins for bottles and cans, as well 
as general rubbish bins. If they are 
full, rubbish can be bagged up and 


left beside the bin or taken home. 

People are also being reminded 
that barbecues are not allowed 
in any parks in Hackney, apart 
from in the south west corner 
of London Fields, by Broadway 
Market. These must be used with 
stands to protect the grass. Putting 
disposable barbecues directly onto 
the ground burns the grass, which 
can take months to recover. 

Security staff will be on site 
until the early hours at weekends 
during the next hot spell. The 
Council will also run enforcement 
days, with community wardens 
and police, when people will be 
fined for littering, selling nitrous 
oxide and urinating.

approaching, there is still 
time to register to vote if 
residents are not already 
on the electoral register. 

The referendum, on 23 
June, will ask voters one 
question: ‘Should the United 
Kingdom remain a member 
of the European Union?’ 

Residents who have 
recently moved to Hackney 
are being reminded that 
they will need to register 
at their new address if they 
have not already done so. 

However, if they are 
already registered to vote 
under the Individual 
Electoral Registration (IER) 
system, they do not need to 
do so again. Anyone who is 
unsure if they are registered, 
or not, can contact the 
Council to check. 

To be able to vote in the 
referendum residents must 
be registered to vote by 
7 June; be at least 1 8 -years- 
old on 23 June; be a British, 
Irish or Commonwealth 
citizen living in the UK, 
or a UK national living 
abroad who has been on the 
electoral register in the past 
15 years. 

The referendum is also 
open to Commonwealth 
citizens in Gibraltar. 

Poll cards will be sent 
out between 19 May and 
21 June. The later people 
register to vote, the later 
they will receive their poll 
cards. Most voters who 
were on the register before 
15 April will receive their 
poll cards before the end of 
this month. 

Residents who wish 
to vote by post for the first 
time are being urged to 
apply for a postal vote 
as soon as possible, 
before the deadline of 


5pm on 8 June. Residents 
who usually vote by post 
do not need to apply for a 
postal vote again. 

The last batch of postal 
votes will be sent out on 
1 8 June. Postal votes must 


be received by the Council 
by 10pm on 23 June. 

The deadline for applying 
for a proxy vote, which 
allows someone to appoint 
someone else to cast their 
vote for them, is 15 June.

Lea Bridge station re-opens 

BUNTING, flags and excited school children were out in 
full force on 16 May, to officially mark the reopening of 
Lea Bridge train station. 

With direct links to Stratford and Tottenham Hale, the 
station will offer passengers journey times as short 
as five minutes, compared to the 40 minutes these 
journeys currently take by bus. 

The station lies just to the north of Queen Elizabeth 
Olympic Park and on the edge of the Lea Valley Park. 

It is just 10 minutes’ walk from the Hackney/Waltham 
Forest boundary, on Lea Bridge Road, and is served by 
buses 48, 55 and 56 from Hackney. 

At the station re-opening, which was funded by 
Waltham Forest Council, a new cycle hub was also 
unveiled, providing secure parking for up to 50 bicycles 
for just £10 a year.

THE search is on for the 
borough’s best new buildings 
and public spaces for the 
Hackney Design Awards, with 
nominations opening on 3 June. 

Architects, residents and 
visitors to Hackney are being 
encouraged to nominate 
their favourite 
buildings and public 
spaces of high 
quality design, 
completed since 
August 2014, for 
the prestigious 


biennial awards. 

Anyone can nominate and 
there are a variety of projects 
eligible for an award, including: 
residential, commercial, 
community, educational and 
industrial uses. 

Alterations to existing 
buildings can also be 
nominated, as can projects that 
improve a street or a park. 

Entries will be shortlisted and 
judged by an independent panel 
of architects and urban design 
experts. The awards will be 


announced later in the year. 

To be eligible for an award, 
buildings or projects must have 
been completed in the last two 
years and must be in Hackney. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration, said: 
“The Hackney Design Awards 
celebrate great architecture in 
our borough and recognise the 
contribution that good design 
makes to our quality of life.”

Speaking up for Hackney 


T IE Speaker of 

Hackney, Cllr Sade 
Etti, will hang up 
her ceremonial 
chain when her year-long 
role comes to an end on 
25 May. 

Looking back on her year 
in office, she recalled: “It 
has been fantastic, I feel 
honoured to have worn the 
chain and represented the 
people of Hackney. I have 
been able to meet people 
from all walks of life, raise 
the profile of three great 
charities and even meet 
the Queen!” 

The role of Speaker exists 
to fulfil ceremonial duties 
on behalf of the Council, 
and raise awareness for 
nominated charities. 

A councillor for Clissold 
ward, Cllr Etti has attended 
over 350 events as Speaker, 
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taken part in 33 citizenship 
ceremonies (which have 
created 999 new citizens) 
and raised over £18,000 
for her chosen charities: 
Hackney Food Bank; 
Immediate Theatre; and 
Hestia, a domestic abuse 
refuge charity. 

Her support for these 
charities included helping, 
along with other Council 
staff, to pack 23 1 Christmas 
food parcels for Hackney 
Food Bank; attending some 
fantastic performances by 
young people at Immediate 
Theatre; and arranging 
discussions with the 
borough’s faith leaders to 
support the charity Hestia. 

Cllr Etti said: “One of the 
highlights of being Speaker 
was starting a community 
conversation on domestic 
abuse which involved 


talking to faith leaders 
and congregations so 
people in these communities 
would have the confidence 
to come forward.” 

She has also met foreign 


dignitaries and signed a 
historic trade agreement 
between Hackney and 
Oslo, the capital city of 
Norway. Another of 
her many highlights was 


hosting the first Speaker’s 
children’s fancy dress party, 
which she hopes will now 
become an annual event. 

She was also keen to get 
young people involved in 
community engagements, 
running a competition 
with schools to win 
afternoon tea with local 
MP Meg Hillier in the 
Houses of Parliament. 

Although she is a 
busy mum-of-four, Cllr 
Etti always takes the 
opportunity to keep active 
and was keen to promote 
sport in the borough. 

One of her most recent 
engagements was to give 
a speech at the start of 
the Run Hackney half 
marathon on 8 May. 

She also attended many 
school sports days and 
celebrated Hackney’s win 


at the Lord’s Taverner 
Disability Cricket 
Championships. 

Cllr Etti will be chairing 
the Annual General 
Meeting at the Town Hall 
on the 25 May as her last 
engagement as Speaker. 

She said of her 
experience: “No two days 
have been the same, I feel 
that I have been able to 
show those from outside 
Hackney the great things 
the borough has to offer, 
from our beautiful parks 
to our sporting events and 
world class schools. 

“I hope I have been able 
to increase participation 
in what the Council does 
from all members of the 
community. Our strength 
is in our diversity and 
we must not take that 
for granted.”

F lOM traditional 
private squares 
to contemporary 
roof gardens, via 
skips, barges, museums, 
schools and allotments... 
Over 200 gardens will be 
unlocked to the public 
for Open Garden Squares 
Weekend on 18 to 19 June. 

Some of these gardens 
are private, others are 
not normally open at 
weekends, and all are 
hidden gems. Most are 
cared for by dedicated 
volunteer groups, 
passionate about their 
garden and their local 
community. For a single 
weekend, one £12/14 
ticket allows you access to 
all of them, as well as a full 
programme of tours, art 
activities and guided walks. 

This year, 1 1 Hackney 
gardens are taking part

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in the festival. Natalie 
Mady, who helps to run 
Cordwainers Garden 
off Mare Street, 
said: “The garden 
is quite hidden 
so for us Open 
Garden Squares 
Weekend gives us 
the opportunity to 
show others what 
our group has 
achieved. 

“We love 
welcoming new 
people into the 
space, sharing 
our experience 
and hopefully this 


inspires others to do the 
same. This year we’ll have 
the finished piece from our 



‘Grow a London Garment’ 
project on display, as well 
as tea, delicious cakes and 
plants for sale.” 

Elsewhere in Hackney, 
the place that inspired 
the BBC television series 
EastEnders - Fassett 
Square - will be on 
show, while gardening 
activities for children will 
be hosted in the Geffrye 
Museum’s grounds. 

Nancy Loader, the 
museum’s Communication 
Manager, said: “We 
want to welcome as 
many people as possible 
to discover and enjoy 
our gardens, which are 
described as an oasis in the 
heart of the city. ” 

Q&A sessions with 
founders and volunteers 
at Dalston Eastern 
Curve Garden will be 
accompanied by pizzas, 
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baked in the clay oven. 

Marie Murray who 
co-runs the space, said: 
“We love the enthusiasm 
for the garden from the 
visitors who come from far 
and wide for Open Garden 
Squares Weekend. We are 
always very proud to show 
them how this old railway 
line has been transformed 
into a green haven for 
people and wildlife. 


“For many of the visitors 
it’s an opportunity to 
visit Hackney for the first 
time and see a side of the 
borough that they didn’t 
know existed. It’s great to 
hear many of them say ‘I 
wish we had a garden like 
this where we live!”’ 

Meanwhile, if you 
head down to the award- 
winning Gloucester Square 
Residents’ Garden, situated 


between Haggerston 
Park and Regent’s Canal, 
you can see how a once 
neglected area has been 
turned into a thriving 
community garden. 

At The Growing Kitchen, 
in a quiet corner of 
Hoxton, you can witness 
how residents transformed 
a formerly disused site into 
a beautiful shared garden.

DISCOVERED 
Dalston by accident,” 
laughs Eleanor Wilson, 
founder of Passing 
Clouds, the Richmond 
Road live music venue 
and community arts centre 
that celebrates its 10th 
anniversary this year. 

Adding: “I had been 
studying in Berlin and the 
friend I was flat hunting 
with was desperate to move 
to Islington. Finally, we 
found the one flat we could 
afford with an N1 postcode. 
It definitely wasn’t Islington, 
but I was glad: that wasn’t 
my scene and I fell in love 
with Dalston immediately.” 

She has never really 
looked back. Even today, 
she talks passionately about 
the ‘economic vibrancy,’ she 
discovered in the area. 

Eleanor continues: “There 
was this electric atmosphere 
of shops, businesses and 
people from all over the 


world all doing business 
with each other. And it’s 
such a multicultural place, 
but I realised there wasn’t 
really anywhere for all these 
different groups to socialise 
under one roof. They were 
all interacting economically, 
but not socially.” 

So the idea of Passing 
Clouds was born: ‘a space 
where everyone is welcome’. 

Eleanor says: “Our vision 
was unique and there was 
no model for what we were 
doing. On a business level, 
though, we were stepping 
into the unknown.” 

Nevertheless, she began 
to look for premises, finding 
nothing affordable, until 
one day she noticed an 
empty building and called 
the number listed on the 
security notice outside. 

She recalls: “It all 
happened so fast. Suddenly, 
I had signed the lease and 
had the keys. It was the 
beginning of an incredibly 
steep learning curve.” 

Together with a dedicated 


crew of local artists and 
musicians, Eleanor opened 
the building in June 2006. 
She says: “I was so used 
to London bars where, as 
soon as you walked in, you 
were made to feel fat, old or 
unfashionable. 

“Passing Clouds was 
the antidote of all that. It 
didn’t matter if you were 
an 80-year-old Kurdish 
shopkeeper or an 18 -year- 
old Nigerian musician, as 
long as you had an open 
and humble attitude. 


We wanted to celebrate 
everyone’s uniqueness.” 

Accordingly, one of the 
first decisions was to put on 
music events that showcased 
the many global musical 
traditions that were to be 
found within Hackney. 

Passing Clouds was busy 
from the moment it opened 
its doors. Not that it was 
easy. Eleanor recalls: “We 
had to learn the financial, 
legal, and health and safety 
requirements from scratch, 
and juggle all those concerns 


while keeping the space 
open and flexible. 

“It was unbelievably 
tough at times. I think we 
only really found our feet in 
the last couple of years.” 

Eleanor is especially proud 
of the People’s Kitchen that 
occurred every Sunday for 
five years. She explains: “We 
would collect all the organic 
food that local shops would 
otherwise throw away and 
put on a huge vegetarian 
banquet that people could 
eat for free, or just for a 
donation. The space would 
be filled with trestle tables 
and afterwards, we would 
screen a film and then there 
would be a jam session. 

“A whole evening of food, 
film and music. All free. It 
was an enormous endeavour 
and took a lot of love, but it 
was a magnificent thing.” 

Passing Cloud’s 10th 
birthday party looks set to 
be a big one. Internationally 
renowned artists like Lee 
Scratch Perry and the Sun 
Ra Arkestra have already 


played and others like 
Osibisa and Linton Kwesi 
Johnson are all lined up to 
mark the occasion. 

But there is a shadow 
hanging over proceedings. 
The building has been sold 
to a developer and while 
Eleanor is determined to 
stay on, Passing Cloud’s fate 
is as yet unknown. 

“I am not daunted,” she 
says. “Over the decade, 
we have gone from 
being the black sheep, to 
being cherished by the 
community. We have never 
had a violent crime incident 
in our 10 years. We’re a 
model of how the night 
time economy can function 
without attracting antisocial 
behaviour. There’s so much 
more we want to do and we 
want to do it here.”

The theme for this year’s 
conference, organised by 
the Council and Hackney 
Cycling Campaign, is 
‘cycling’s role in the future 
transport mix of world-class 
megacities’. Talks, Q&As, 
videos and exhibitions 
will explore what mixes 
of approaches are likely 
to be successful in today’s 
complex and diverse cities. 

It is hoped this topic will 
generate lively debate on 
how to capture cycling’s 
potential as an instrument 
of transport policy and

planning, against a 
backdrop of huge urban 
growth and change. 

The conference will be 
chaired by Dr Tom Cohen, 
Deputy Director UCL 
Transport Institute.

Help clean up the New River 


Help conserve the declining population of swifts by installing 



FROM June, swifts are 
set to be visible in various 
locations across the 
borough including Hackney 
Marshes and Hackney 
Downs (near Cricketfield 
Road and Clarence Road). 

Swifts fly into the UK for 
three months each summer 
to breed, some setting up 
a temporary home here in 
Hackney. Swifts pair for life, 


meeting up each spring at the 
same nest site. 

Sadly, their numbers have 
declined by 42 per cent 
between 1995 and 2013 in 
the UK. This is because swifts 
nest high up under the eaves 
of old houses and churches 
where the birds are able to 
drop into the air from the 
nest entrance. New build 
properties tend not to be 


suitable for them. 

However, conservationists 
in Hackney have been 
helping by building four 
nesting boxes on top of 
Hackney Central station 
and six at the new Pembury 
Circus development. Four 
boxes were also installed 
in the bell tower at St John- 
at-Hackney Church, with 
recorded bird song to attract 


bird boxes 

other swifts - as they nest 
in colonies - which can be 
heard from June to August. 

Local swift experts are 
keen to work with developers 
to install even more boxes.

Hackney schoolgirl speaks out 

A HACKNEY schoolgirl has won a place in a London- 
wide public speaking competition with a moving speech 
about making a difference. 

Ferdosi Abbott, a Year 1 0 student at City Academy, 
Hackney, won the borough heat of the annual Jack 
Petchey ‘Speak Out’ Challenge, a competition run by 
Speakers Trust, with funding from the Jack Petchey 
Foundation, to promote confidence and public speaking 
amongst students.

New mental health support 

HACKNEY has been selected to pioneer a scheme that 
could improve support for those living with mental illness. 
The borough is one of 16 across the country chosen by 
the charity Think Ahead to pilot a scheme in which top 
graduates are recruited as mental health social workers, 
and receive on-the-job training with the NHS and local 
authority services. 

The programme was launched last year, and immediately 
became one of the country’s most competitive graduate 
career schemes. It recently announced an additional 
£1 Omillion funding from the Department of Health. 
Through partnering organisations including the East 
London NHS Foundation Trust and Hackney Council, 

Think Ahead participants will work primarily with adults 
suffering from serious mental health problems such as 
bipolar disorder, schizophrenia, or personality disorders.

Stik prints sell for £26,000 

FOUR pieces of street art made by a man who once slept 
rough in Hackney has sold at auction for an impressive 
£26,000, which will go to Homerton hospital. 

The prints are the work of renowned British street artist 
Stik, who last year raised £50,000 for the hospital 
through his work ‘Sleeping Baby’. 

Depicting his characteristic stick-figure lying in a fetal 
position, it was painted as a mural in the hospital’s front 
entrance and produced as a limited run of prints. 

The auction took place at Christie’s in South Kensington, 
on 1 9 May, and all profits from the sale are set to go 
directly to the hospital’s charitable trust, Hospital Hope. 
The artist has described the image as representing the 
vulnerability of the NHS, and it went on to be adopted by 
junior doctors as a mascot in their industrial strike action. 
Stik, whose real identity is kept a secret, said: “I am 
delighted to continue to support my local hospital, which 
is such an important part of the East London community. 
Homerton has been there for me and my friends when 
we needed it. I want to give something back and this is 
my way of doing it.”

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councillors 


The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.

Tales from the Somme

T HE beginning of 
July marks the 
centenary of the 
start of the Battle 
of the Somme, one of 
the bloodiest in the 
First World War. 

It was fought near the 
River Somme on the 
Western Front in France, 
between July and 
November 1916. More 
than a million men were 
wounded or killed during 
the campaign with over 
57,000 casualties on the first 
day near Gommecourt. 

Thousands of young men 
from Hackney went to fight 
in the First World War, and 
the Archives can reveal a bit 
more about the lives of some 
of those who took part. 

Barney Griew was 17 
when war broke out. He 
lived in Amhurst Road with 
seven brothers and sisters. 
He attended Hackney 
Downs School, on the site of 
the present day Mossbourne 


Academy. He joined the 5th 
Battalion, London Regiment 
(London Rifle Brigade) 
along with many others 
from Hackney Downs 
School. He was recorded 
as missing at Gommecourt 
on 1 July 1916, and later 
reported killed. 

Barney wrote over 180 
illustrated letters home to 
Hackney, documenting his 
training as a mapmaker and 
scout and his experiences 
in the ‘Yiddish Street’ 
trench. The letters are held 
by Barney’s niece, Gillian 
Kogan, and are currently 
the subject of an exhibition 
at the National Archives 
entitled ‘Changing the 
Landscape - A Battle of the 
Somme’ visual arts project 
by Sarah Kogan. 

Bernard Bryant Salmon 
was the younger son of 
Reverend William Bryant 
Salmon, Rector of Stoke 
Newington. He attended 
the local Paradise House 
School, but at the age of 
14, he became a boarder at 
Rugby School. 


He had won a classical 
scholarship to Cambridge 
University in December 
1914, but instead of taking 
this up, he joined up in 
August 1915 and arrived 
in France in February 
1916. After less than a 
week he was recommended 
for decoration and, after 
another recommendation, 
was awarded the Military 
Cross on 26 June 1916. 

According to the 
official record, this 
was: ‘For conspicuous 
gallantry during a heavy 
bombardment. Hearing that 
a mine shaft was blown in, 
he at once organised and led 
a rescue party and, though 
heavy shells were falling 
round and he was once 
himself partially buried, 
he was personally 
responsible for the rescue 


of a corporal and a private.’ 

Salmon went on to take 
part in the Battle of the 
Somme and was killed 
in Trones Wood, while 
attempting to dig out two of 
his men. He died on 9 July 
1916, at the age of 19. 

On hearing of his death a 
fellow officer commented: 
“Young Salmon was killed 
in attempting to save some 
men who had been buried. 
The men in the trench 
wept when he was hit, and 
no wonder, for the like of 
Bernard Salmon is not born 
every day. 

“That boy of 19 had the 
heart of a lion. His whole 
career out here had been 
one long sacrifice, and he 
went into his last action 
with the same calm courage, 
though he had confided in 
me beforehand that he felt it 


was going to be his last.” 

Second Lieutenant 
Bernard Bryant Salmon is 
commemorated on the Stoke 
Newington War Memorial 
in Stoke Newington library, 
on the Thiepval memorial 
in France, and on St Mary’s 
Church War Memorial. 

Another old boy of 
Paradise House School, 2nd 
Lieutenant R F Broadbridge, 
survived the battle and his 
account of the action was 
published in the school 
magazine of July 1916: 

“My first experience of 
the trenches was midday 
when I was warned not to 
look over ‘the top’. Needless 
to say I disobeyed orders in 
the space of half-an-hour, 
but I did not do it again. 

“The main point of my 
visit was the attack on 1st 
July. We were sent to the 
trenches at 7 o’clock the 
previous evening, where we 
remained during the seventh 
night of the bombardment 
... At last, when the much 
dreaded 7.30 arrived, 
various mines were 


exploded and we went over. 
Of course we had many 
casualties ... We cleared 
the front line trench, and 
I took six prisoners and a 
machine-gun. But then I got 
knocked over. After going 
through numerous dressing 
stations, clearing stations 
and hospitals, I at last found 
myself in England with a 
German automatic pistol 
and a pair of wire-cutters 
as souvenirs.” 

These are just some 
of the stories of the 
thousands of local men who 
went to fight in the war, 
which have been preserved 
in Hackney Archives.

Add the garlic, ginger, fresh chilli, cumin 
seeds, mustard seeds and curry leaves and cook for 
another 5 minutes until the mustard seeds begin to 
pop in the oil

tamarind paste and lemon juice and cook for another 
5 minutes until the mixture starts to thicken. Give

Sprinkle with the chopped coriander. Serve with 
brown basmati rice or naan and enjoy.

I magine waking up, 
sauntering down 
to your own large 
L vegetable patch, 
^digging up some fresh 
.^greens, and serving 
Jithem that evening 
^for dinner. 
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No, it's not some romanticised scene from 
'The Good Life' but the rustic reality for 
residents on Webb Estate in Clapton, who 
transformed an unused, overgrown piece of 
land, into a fully-functioning allotment that 
is providing healthy home-grown fare for 
dozens of local families. 

Public plots and gardens are infamously 
oversubscribed across London, with some waiting 
lists running into decades, but the 'grow your own' 
revolution, which has been sweeping Hackney 
for around the last five years, has been changing 
all that. 

In estates and blocks up and down the borough, 
green-fingered residents are not only digging, 
planting, tending and harvesting their way into a 
healthier lifestyle, but are reclaiming underused 
green spaces to change the look and feel of the 
outside of their homes for the better. 

The work also serves to bring neighbours together. 
"The community definitely feels very proud," 
explained Fabiana De lazzer, of the Webb Estate 
Community Growing Project, and the estate's 
Tenant Resident Association (TRA) chair. Adding: 
"There has been a great sense of achievement." 
The project was put forward at a TRA meeting 
and was supported by the Council, which 
helped identify a suitable space and linked up 
residents with environmental regeneration 
charity, Groundwork. 

Ruth Arnott, from Groundwork, and the project's 
head gardener, said: "We designed and built the 
main garden infrastructure and led gardening 
sessions - generally two hours on Saturday 
afternoons - teaching residents how to grow, work 
on projects like making bee hotels, or compost bins 
or wildflower beds." 


However, it was a project not without its difficulties, 
or detractors. 

"Initially, there was slight opposition from a few 
residents, but once started, people saw the benefits 
of growing your own veg, and hence spending 
less on shopping and encouraging healthy eating," 
said Fabiana. 

She added: "The main difficulty in urban growing is 
finding a suitable space, with enough sunlight and 
healthy soil, and an area that's large enough." 

The physicality of the project also proved 
challenging, with much of the hard slog of clearing 
branches, weeding and filling beds with soil having 
to be undertaken during the cold winter months 
before planting in the spring. 

Ruth said: "Lots of teenagers came and got 
involved with lugging the soil, quite surprisingly. 
This made it more their own space, I think." 

Sean McCann, Resident Participation Support 
Officer at the Council, added: "Residents have 
taken ownership of, and transformed, a community 
space. It's been a very successful project in 
terms of community cohesion and bringing the 
residents together." 

Today, the fruits of their labour - and the 
land - are apparent: there are eight beds, 
one of which is a children's plot, and all of them 
teem with a variety of healthy goodies, including 
kale, tomatoes, courgette, sweetcorn, chard, pak 
choi, fennel, camomile beans and beetroot; there 
also a flower patch and herb garden; a shed for 
equipment; and a couple of benches. 

Ruth said: "Often I get texts from residents 
after one of our gardening sessions saying 
that they'd made a soup or stew with all the veg 
we'd harvested earlier in the day. That's what the 
project's all about." 


So what advice would Fabiana give anyone 
wanting to start their own allotment? "Go for 
it. Get together as a community, get support 
from the Council who can signpost you to 
different organisations, and get advice and 
support. It'll bring the community together," 
she said. 

The Webb Estate Community Growing Project 
won the Community Project of the Year at this 
year's Active Residents Awards.

Here’s your guide 
to how a new set of laws could affect you

■he Housing and Planning Act became law 
on 1 2 May. It is expected to have a big 
impact on housing in Hackney. 

In its current form, it will likely mean far less social housing available for 
people on waiting lists, increased rent for some Council tenants, less choice 
for existing Council tenants looking to move, and fewer genuinely affordable 
new homes being built. 

It will also almost certainly result in the forced sale of hundreds of Council 
homes, with the proceeds going to Government, and an increase in the 
borough's housing-related costs by around an extra £18 million pounds a 
year, money that the Council could be spending on services for residents. 


How will that impact you? 

If you're a current council tenant: 

• Longer waits to move between properties 

■ Rent increases for those with a household 
income of more than £40,000 

If you're on the council house waiting list or in 
temporary accommodation: 

• Fewer homes - the Council will be forced to sell 
an estimated 700 homes over the next five years 

■ Less choice of homes 

• Longer waits for a home 

• End of lifetime tenancies 


If you're looking to buy your first home: 

■ Fewer genuinely affordable homes being 
built, with £450,000 'Starter Homes' 
prioritised over properties for social rent 
or shared-ownership.

Right to Buy 


The Act extends the 'Right to Buy' to housing 
association tenants who will be able to buy 
their home with a discount of up to £103,900. 
After a designated period, they could then sell 
the property at market value. 

The Government will refund housing associations for 
the discount. To recoup its costs it will force councils 
to sell some of their social housing on the open 
market, when properties become vacant, and then 
take the proceeds. 

There will likely be a value threshold and formula to 
dictate how many homes a council must sell. Early 
modelling in Hackney indicates that up to 700 Council 
homes may have to be sold over the next five years. 
Many of these will probably be family-sized, ground 
floor homes or newly built properties. 

It is currently unclear whether the Council will be able 
to retain enough money from the forced sales to build 
like-for-like replacement homes. There are more than 
2,500 households living in temporary accommodation 
provided by the Council.

Pay to Stay

Council tenants whose household has a 
combined annual income of more than £40,000 
will have to pay more rent. The full details are 
not yet confirmed, but it's expected that for 
every pound a household earns over £40,000, 
they pay 1 5p a year more in rent. 

As an example, a council household with a combined 
income of £50,000, who currently pay £434 a month, 
would see their annual rent increase by £1,500, or an 
extra £1 25 a month (a 29 per cent increase). 

The additional rental income is paid to the Government,, 
which intends to spend it to help pay off the national 
debt. This means local residents paying more but 
receiving the same level of service. 

The Government has 
indicated that Tax Credits, 
Child Benefit, Disability 
Living Allowance, Housing 
Benefit and Universal 
Credit will not be 
considered income. 



'Starter homes' will be new-build properties available at a 20 
per cent discount for first-time buyers aged between 23 and 
40. In London, their price has to be capped at £450,000. The 
Government says they will be classed as 'affordable housing', 
which currently means either social rent, shared ownership or 
affordable rent. 

Based on the average price of a flat in Hackney, it's anticipated that all 
'starter homes' in the borough would be the maximum £450,000. With a 
10 per cent deposit, a household would need an annual income of about 
£1 1 5,000 to raise the mortgage necessary to afford a 'starter home'. This 
is far in excess of the median income of households in employment in 
the borough of £35,140. 

Generally, developers are supposed to provide a 50/50 split of market 
and 'affordable housing' when building a new development. They will 
be encouraged to offer 'starter homes' as their 'affordable housing' 
provision, and councils will have an obligation to promote 'starter homes' 
in planning applications even if they will not meet local housing need in 
their area. 

The Council has serious 
concerns that the forced 
emphasis on 'starter 
homes' will be at the 
expense of genuinely 
affordable new homes 
-through social rent or 
shared ownership -that 
might otherwise be built, 
reducing the supply of 
housing for those on low- 
to-middle incomes.

End of lifetime 


tenancies 


Councils will no longer be able to offer 
new tenants lifetime tenancies. Instead, there 
will be fixed-term tenancies of between two 
and 10 years, which will be reviewed at the 
end of each term. This could be longer for 
tenants with children, though this has yet 
to be confirmed. 


Existing tenants who have to move as a result of 
regeneration or major works will maintain their current 
lifetime tenancy. Succession rights to a deceased 
tenant's property will remain for spouses or civil 
partners, though the new tenancy will be a fixed-term 
tenancy. This is a substantial reduction in the tenancy 
succession rights for existing tenants. 


Private rented 
sector 


Councils can request a 'banning order' against 
a landlord or agent who has committed an 
offence. Bans must be for at least six months 
and the breach of an order can result in a fine 
of up to £5,000. The Government will maintain 
a database of 'rogue' landlords and letting 
agents, which councils will be able to access. 

A tribunal will be able to impose a 'rent repayment 
order' on a landlord who has committed an offence, 
which a tenant can apply for directly. The rent can 
be recouped by the tenant if they have paid it, or 
by a council if the rent was from Housing Benefit or 
Universal Credit. 


What has the Council 
been doing? 


During the past year the Council has regularly given Government 
its views on different policies, through written submissions and 
Cllr Philip Glanville speaking to the Bill committee in Parliament. 
These opportunities were also used to suggest ways the Bill 
could be improved. 

Examples of our suggestions, some of which Government has accepted, include: 

• Right to Buy - like-for-like replacement of homes the Council is forced to 
sell; not having to immediately sell newly-built homes 

• Pay to Stay - benefits not to be counted as income; link the £40,000 
threshold to inflation 



• Starter homes - starter homes not to be classed as 'affordable housing'; 
councils to be free to decide what mix of new properties best suit 

local need 

• End of lifetime tenancies 
-tenants offered longer 
tenancies than the initial 
two-to-five years proposed 

• Private rented sector - 
through its '10 Steps to 
a Better Private Sector 
Renting' campaign 
(hackney.gov.uk/1 0-steps), 
the Council has called 
for a range of measures 
to improve the private 
rented sector. These 
included creating a list 
of 'rogue' landlords. 

Cllr Glanville and Council 
officers have also been 
raising awareness of the Bill 
and its implications among 
a wide-range of residents 
and organisations. 



What's next? 


Work will now begin on agreeing the finer policy 
details, which could take several months. There 
are likely to be more Government consultations 
and opportunities for MPs to debate proposals 
in Parliament. 

The Council will, where possible, contribute to these 
discussions to try to ensure policies are worked out in 
ways that help address the needs of Hackney. 
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A project like this gives 
older people something 
else to talk about other 
than aches and pains!" said 
one member of Silver Linings, 
a series of creative classes 
specially designed to get the 
over-50s helping each other, 
meeting new people and 
learning new skills. 

Activities are held at four venues across the borough 
- in Clapton, Hackney Wick, Hoxton and Stamford 
Hill - and are led by older people, with activities 
chosen by those who attend the clubs. 

Maureen Sammon, 81, from Trowbridge Estate, 
recently enjoyed a mosaic-making class. 


"It's a lot better than sitting on your own. The activities 
are brilliant, mosaic is something I've always wanted to 
do. I'd say to other older people in Hackney: make the 
effort to come, it's so worthwhile," she said. 

The sessions, which are held monthly, have so far 
included micro-vegetable gardening, mosaic art and 
ballroom dancing. 

Alongside getting older people trying new things and 
getting to know their neighbours, the project allows 
them to make a contribution to their local community 
through the Silver Linings Incentive Scheme. 

It is part of Connect Hackney, which is led by older 


people, for older people. It is managed by 
Hackney CVS and funded by the Big Lottery's 
Ageing Better Fund.

Shaping their 
future 

T enants and leaseholders told the 
Council they wanted to see more 
joined-up communications between 
the housing service; effective and efficient 
follow-ups on repairs issues; and more help 
provided for the most vulnerable people, 
at a wide-ranging summit with residents 
on 17 May. 

Tenant and Resident Association chairs were among the 37 people 
who took part in a series of workshops hosted by the Council at 
Haggerston Community Centre, in Haggerston Road, with the aim of 
helping to shape the future direction of resident engagement now the 
Council's housing service has come back in-house. 

The day sought to understand what aspects of the housing service and 
resident engagement works well; what can be improved; and how to 
better link the services the Council provides. 

Four aspects of the resident engagement were discussed: 
communications and events; community halls; budgets; and 
decision-making. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, Cabinet Member for Housing, said: "It was great 


to talk to so many passionate residents, recognise 
many shared frustrations and get a detailed 
understanding of what their priorities are for the 
housing service. 

"Talking and listening to our residents, and acting 
upon their concerns, is our number one priority; and 
the lynchpin to ensuring the housing service is the 
best it can be, that residents are fully involved and 
that it meets their rightly high expectations now the 
service is back in house. 

"We've been given a lot to think about - and do. 

I'd like to thank all those who gave up their time to 
take part." 

A report on the workshops and the actions being 
taken will be published later this summer. 

The workshops form part of a resident engagement 
review being undertaken by the Council with the 
aim of improving how it better interacts with the 
communities it serves. 

The Council is recruiting a panel 
of residents who will be involved 
in helping shape the review.

Ten tenant groups agree 
partnership with Council 


AN already successful partnership has been renewed, 
thanks to an important strategy that was negotiated 
between the Council and 10 tenant management groups, 
who together deliver services to 5,000 households 
across Hackney. 

The new strategy statement for tenant management organisations 
(TMOs), resident-run estate management groups, enshrines a 
commitment from the Council to involve TMOs in all resident 
engagement events and housing consultations. 

This will strengthen the partnership between the Council and 
residents, and bring to life the third Hackney Mayoral priority: 'Making 
Hackney a place where everyone can contribute, through listening 
to residents, and involving them in the decisions we make and the 
things we do'. 

The new document included nine points that recognises the 
importance of TMOs and underpins the commitment of Council 
officers and TMO representatives to work together on service delivery.

No, it's not some romanticised scene from 
'The Good Life' but the rustic reality for 
residents on Webb Estate in Clapton, who 
transformed an unused, overgrown piece of 
land, into a fully-functioning allotment that 
is providing healthy home-grown fare for 
dozens of local families. 

Public plots and gardens are infamously 
oversubscribed across London, with some waiting 
lists running into decades, but the 'grow your own' 
revolution, which has been sweeping Hackney 
for around the last five years, has been changing 
all that. 

In estates and blocks up and down the borough, 
green-fingered residents are not only digging, 
planting, tending and harvesting their way into a 
healthier lifestyle, but are reclaiming underused 
green spaces to change the look and feel of the 
outside of their homes for the better. 

The work also serves to bring neighbours together. 
"The community definitely feels very proud," 
explained Fabiana De lazzer, of the Webb Estate 
Community Growing Project, and the estate's 
Tenant Resident Association (TRA) chair. Adding: 
"There has been a great sense of achievement." 
The project was put forward at a TRA meeting 
and was supported by the Council, which 
helped identify a suitable space and linked up 
residents with environmental regeneration 
charity, Groundwork. 

Ruth Arnott, from Groundwork, and the project's 
head gardener, said: "We designed and built the 
main garden infrastructure and led gardening 
sessions - generally two hours on Saturday 
afternoons - teaching residents how to grow, work 
on projects like making bee hotels, or compost bins 
or wildflower beds." 


However, it was a project not without its difficulties, 
or detractors. 

"Initially, there was slight opposition from a few 
residents, but once started, people saw the benefits 
of growing your own veg, and hence spending 
less on shopping and encouraging healthy eating," 
said Fabiana. 

She added: "The main difficulty in urban growing is 
finding a suitable space, with enough sunlight and 
healthy soil, and an area that's large enough." 

The physicality of the project also proved 
challenging, with much of the hard slog of clearing 
branches, weeding and filling beds with soil having 
to be undertaken during the cold winter months 
before planting in the spring. 

Ruth said: "Lots of teenagers came and got 
involved with lugging the soil, quite surprisingly. 
This made it more their own space, I think." 

Sean McCann, Resident Participation Support 
Officer at the Council, added: "Residents have 
taken ownership of, and transformed, a community 
space. It's been a very successful project in 
terms of community cohesion and bringing the 
residents together." 

Today, the fruits of their labour - and the 
land - are apparent: there are eight beds, 
one of which is a children's plot, and all of them 
teem with a variety of healthy goodies, including 
kale, tomatoes, courgette, sweetcorn, chard, pak 
choi, fennel, camomile beans and beetroot; there 
also a flower patch and herb garden; a shed for 
equipment; and a couple of benches. 

Ruth said: "Often I get texts from residents 
after one of our gardening sessions saying 
that they'd made a soup or stew with all the veg 
we'd harvested earlier in the day. That's what the 
project's all about." 


So what advice would Fabiana give anyone 
wanting to start their own allotment? "Go for 
it. Get together as a community, get support 
from the Council who can signpost you to 
different organisations, and get advice and 
support. It'll bring the community together," 
she said. 

The Webb Estate Community Growing Project 
won the Community Project of the Year at this 
year's Active Residents Awards.

■he Housing and Planning Act became law 
on 1 2 May. It is expected to have a big 
impact on housing in Hackney. 

In its current form, it will likely mean far less social housing available for 
people on waiting lists, increased rent for some Council tenants, less choice 
for existing Council tenants looking to move, and fewer genuinely affordable 
new homes being built. 

It will also almost certainly result in the forced sale of hundreds of Council 
homes, with the proceeds going to Government, and an increase in the 
borough's housing-related costs by around an extra £18 million pounds a 
year, money that the Council could be spending on services for residents. 


How will that impact you? 

If you're a current council tenant: 

• Longer waits to move between properties 

■ Rent increases for those with a household 
income of more than £40,000 

If you're on the council house waiting list or in 
temporary accommodation: 

• Fewer homes - the Council will be forced to sell 
an estimated 700 homes over the next five years 

■ Less choice of homes 

• Longer waits for a home 

• End of lifetime tenancies 


If you're looking to buy your first home: 

■ Fewer genuinely affordable homes being 
built, with £450,000 'Starter Homes' 
prioritised over properties for social rent 
or shared-ownership.

Right to Buy 


The Act extends the 'Right to Buy' to housing 
association tenants who will be able to buy 
their home with a discount of up to £103,900. 
After a designated period, they could then sell 
the property at market value. 

The Government will refund housing associations for 
the discount. To recoup its costs it will force councils 
to sell some of their social housing on the open 
market, when properties become vacant, and then 
take the proceeds. 

There will likely be a value threshold and formula to 
dictate how many homes a council must sell. Early 
modelling in Hackney indicates that up to 700 Council 
homes may have to be sold over the next five years. 
Many of these will probably be family-sized, ground 
floor homes or newly built properties. 

It is currently unclear whether the Council will be able 
to retain enough money from the forced sales to build 
like-for-like replacement homes. There are more than 
2,500 households living in temporary accommodation 
provided by the Council.

Pay to Stay

Council tenants whose household has a 
combined annual income of more than £40,000 
will have to pay more rent. The full details are 
not yet confirmed, but it's expected that for 
every pound a household earns over £40,000, 
they pay 1 5p a year more in rent. 

As an example, a council household with a combined 
income of £50,000, who currently pay £434 a month, 
would see their annual rent increase by £1,500, or an 
extra £1 25 a month (a 29 per cent increase). 

The additional rental income is paid to the Government,, 
which intends to spend it to help pay off the national 
debt. This means local residents paying more but 
receiving the same level of service. 

The Government has 
indicated that Tax Credits, 
Child Benefit, Disability 
Living Allowance, Housing 
Benefit and Universal 
Credit will not be 
considered income. 



'Starter homes' will be new-build properties available at a 20 
per cent discount for first-time buyers aged between 23 and 
40. In London, their price has to be capped at £450,000. The 
Government says they will be classed as 'affordable housing', 
which currently means either social rent, shared ownership or 
affordable rent. 

Based on the average price of a flat in Hackney, it's anticipated that all 
'starter homes' in the borough would be the maximum £450,000. With a 
10 per cent deposit, a household would need an annual income of about 
£1 1 5,000 to raise the mortgage necessary to afford a 'starter home'. This 
is far in excess of the median income of households in employment in 
the borough of £35,140. 

Generally, developers are supposed to provide a 50/50 split of market 
and 'affordable housing' when building a new development. They will 
be encouraged to offer 'starter homes' as their 'affordable housing' 
provision, and councils will have an obligation to promote 'starter homes' 
in planning applications even if they will not meet local housing need in 
their area. 

The Council has serious 
concerns that the forced 
emphasis on 'starter 
homes' will be at the 
expense of genuinely 
affordable new homes 
-through social rent or 
shared ownership -that 
might otherwise be built, 
reducing the supply of 
housing for those on low- 
to-middle incomes.

End of lifetime 


tenancies 


Councils will no longer be able to offer 
new tenants lifetime tenancies. Instead, there 
will be fixed-term tenancies of between two 
and 10 years, which will be reviewed at the 
end of each term. This could be longer for 
tenants with children, though this has yet 
to be confirmed. 


Existing tenants who have to move as a result of 
regeneration or major works will maintain their current 
lifetime tenancy. Succession rights to a deceased 
tenant's property will remain for spouses or civil 
partners, though the new tenancy will be a fixed-term 
tenancy. This is a substantial reduction in the tenancy 
succession rights for existing tenants. 


Private rented 
sector 


Councils can request a 'banning order' against 
a landlord or agent who has committed an 
offence. Bans must be for at least six months 
and the breach of an order can result in a fine 
of up to £5,000. The Government will maintain 
a database of 'rogue' landlords and letting 
agents, which councils will be able to access. 

A tribunal will be able to impose a 'rent repayment 
order' on a landlord who has committed an offence, 
which a tenant can apply for directly. The rent can 
be recouped by the tenant if they have paid it, or 
by a council if the rent was from Housing Benefit or 
Universal Credit. 


What has the Council 
been doing? 


During the past year the Council has regularly given Government 
its views on different policies, through written submissions and 
Cllr Philip Glanville speaking to the Bill committee in Parliament. 
These opportunities were also used to suggest ways the Bill 
could be improved. 

Examples of our suggestions, some of which Government has accepted, include: 

• Right to Buy - like-for-like replacement of homes the Council is forced to 
sell; not having to immediately sell newly-built homes 

• Pay to Stay - benefits not to be counted as income; link the £40,000 
threshold to inflation 



• Starter homes - starter homes not to be classed as 'affordable housing'; 
councils to be free to decide what mix of new properties best suit 

local need 

• End of lifetime tenancies 
-tenants offered longer 
tenancies than the initial 
two-to-five years proposed 

• Private rented sector - 
through its '10 Steps to 
a Better Private Sector 
Renting' campaign 
(hackney.gov.uk/1 0-steps), 
the Council has called 
for a range of measures 
to improve the private 
rented sector. These 
included creating a list 
of 'rogue' landlords. 

Cllr Glanville and Council 
officers have also been 
raising awareness of the Bill 
and its implications among 
a wide-range of residents 
and organisations. 



What's next? 


Work will now begin on agreeing the finer policy 
details, which could take several months. There 
are likely to be more Government consultations 
and opportunities for MPs to debate proposals 
in Parliament. 

The Council will, where possible, contribute to these 
discussions to try to ensure policies are worked out in 
ways that help address the needs of Hackney. 
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A project like this gives 
older people something 
else to talk about other 
than aches and pains!" said 
one member of Silver Linings, 
a series of creative classes 
specially designed to get the 
over-50s helping each other, 
meeting new people and 
learning new skills. 

Activities are held at four venues across the borough 
- in Clapton, Hackney Wick, Hoxton and Stamford 
Hill - and are led by older people, with activities 
chosen by those who attend the clubs. 

Maureen Sammon, 81, from Trowbridge Estate, 
recently enjoyed a mosaic-making class. 


"It's a lot better than sitting on your own. The activities 
are brilliant, mosaic is something I've always wanted to 
do. I'd say to other older people in Hackney: make the 
effort to come, it's so worthwhile," she said. 

The sessions, which are held monthly, have so far 
included micro-vegetable gardening, mosaic art and 
ballroom dancing. 

Alongside getting older people trying new things and 
getting to know their neighbours, the project allows 
them to make a contribution to their local community 
through the Silver Linings Incentive Scheme. 

It is part of Connect Hackney, which is led by older 


people, for older people. It is managed by 
Hackney CVS and funded by the Big Lottery's 
Ageing Better Fund.

Shaping their 
future 

T enants and leaseholders told the

they enable residents to really shape and deliver the 
services they receive and have an important role in 
decision-making on issues that will affect them. 

"It is great that we have this strategy to recognise their 
importance and to commit to working even better together 
in the future as the Council renews its focus on housing 
management."
